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| UNIFORM Lact stat zon 


This question was the one most widely dis- 
cussed at the Triennial Conclave of Grand 
Encampment held in San Francisco September 
19th to 22nd, namely, to make the uniform 
optional. There were so many quest ions 
asked, and so many rulings given, and so 
much confusion during the lengthy discus- 
sion (your Editor was there through the 
whole of it) that it is impossible for 
anyone to know just exactly what trans- 
pired and just exactly the language of 
the legislation as finally adopted until 
an opportunity is had to review the Re~ 
poter's transcripte Our own Grand Com=- 
mandery Constitution requires every Con= 
stituent Commandery to provide each and 
every Candidate with a full Knight Templar 
| uniform, which includes a coat, before re= 
'eeiving the Order of the Temples 

‘There is also sane question here as to 
lwhether or not this is automatically con- 
| tinued in force. The same situation ox~ 
lists as to the use of deposits herete- 
fore made for uniforms, but not already 
applied to that purposes It seems rease 
| onably certain that in no event can this 

| money become a part of the general funds 
‘of the Constituent Camandery, but that 
|again requires a careful study.
